Unfortunately, for tho past three years I have been visited by respiratory 
illnesses4 at about this time. They and the medication weaken me and leave me 
much more tired, so X reply in part to your letter of 12/51. I am not going to 
try to manage stairs when I feel this way and our basement is unheated, so I 
would not dare try to make a search in that great volume of appeals. 

With regard to the JifHt&liSCA. records, I withdraw that request. Mark Alien 
later requested tliem is getting them and is providing me with copies“of interest 
to me, 

I am, of course, pleased that without so acknowledging you have forgotten 
that rubbish about my inability to disseminate. Oilier such things can wait* 

With regard to the fee waiver appeals, there were two, I discussed this 
wither. Shea, who may or may not remember it, and I filed a formal one you 
should be able to find, Mr, Lesar referred to what wa3 in litigation and I referred 
to what was not in litigation. The ignored appeal to which I referred many times 
in tho past related to records not involved in litigation, An easy way for you 
to find it, if there is a name index, is under Bill Cole's name. That appeal 
included a rather thorough denunciation of hi*f and his gross fabrications. To 
which he also has not responded. But there is a copy in your files, or at least 
should be, 

A.s I say, some of this will have to wait, but I think you might bend enough 
to amend the nonsense of the alleged difficulty of my getting to the reading 
room. It is impossible, and were that not impossible, the Oiily conditions under 
which I am permitted to work v/ould make it impossible if I were to be able to 
get there. I have noT been able to drive to Washington since 1977 and I've not 
been able to use public transportation since I960.
